One of the first things a director 
of dramatics does when preparing 
a production for the stage is to 
make_a_thorough analysis of the 
play, giving special attention to the 
playwright’s underlying theme.

An analysis of ‘The Miracle 
Worker” presupposes an under- 
standing of the life of both Helen 
Keller and her teacher, Annie Suil- 


Helen Keller, destined to become 
a legend in her own lifetime, was 
born in Tuscumbia, Alabama, in 
the year. 1880.—Her- parents, -whi 
welcomed her into their’ hearts and 
home, were Captain Arthur Keller, 
a brusk and hearty man, and his 
wife, Kate, a young and gentle wo- 
man. What at first appeared to be 
anormal, healthy childhood for the 
ryoungster soon became a life of 
misery and agony, both for Helen 
and her parents. A childhood ill- 
ness, ‘left the child-blind, deaf and 
mute at the age of two years. 

The next few years were sorrow- 
ful ones for the Kellers. Little aid 
seemed possible for the stricken 
child until Annie Sullivan came in- 
to her life. Helen-Keller was seven 
years old at the time. Others had 
tried in vain to teach the mind of 
the child. It was Annie Sullivan, 
who, as a young girl of nineteen, 
took Helen under her wing and ac-
